HAVANA, May 16.—Herman and Al- 
bert Upmann, brothers, heads of the

They 
are charged with “estafa,” the charge 
being preferred by the attorney. gen- 
eral with the knowledge of the eom- 
mission for the liquidation of banks, 
on which the United States has * rep- 


resentative. 


One Item Causes 

Although the arrests caused a sen- 
sation in clubs and upon the boule- 
vards, Americans seemed even more 
interested in an item of $1,028,517 
which the auditors for the Havana 
clearing house found upon the books 
of Upmann & Co. According to a copy 
of that report; this item was Charged 
off as follows: 

“Expenses of Herman Upmann in 
Washington to secure the return of 
the properties from the alien enemy 
property custodian—$1,028,517.” 

It is charged that this item was 
discovered in the “profit and loss” 
account. It represents money of the 
bank’s depositors. No statements have 
come to. light showing to whom this 
money was paid.

THE WAGE OF LABOR. 
Secretary of Labor Davis, in the first of hig 
TRIBUNE articles on labor conditions, makes a plea 
fur high wages which most thoughtful Americans 
will, in principle, approve. It is to the interest of 
American progress and prosperity :that its wage 
earners shall not be held down to a margin of earn- 


ings so narrow that it does not provide a reserve 


against fluctuations of employment due to economic 
causes, to accidents of injury or ill health, and other 
‘unavoidable incidents of individual fortune. It is to 
our common interest that the wage earner’s return 
Shall be not merely enough to sustain physical 
life, nor even merely endugh to maintain physicai 
efficiency. It should be enough to provide; for all 
who are willing to contribute their share of servic: 
to the community, the means for saving, for edu- 
cation, for the rational enjoyment of life. 

America wants her wage earning citizens to be 
as secure as thrift and industry deserve, and t@ be 
able to live on a plane which makes contented and 
intelligent citizenship possible. Low wages prevent 
workers from being the kind of citizens the republic 
‘must have if. it. is to stand firm and go forward. 

Of Sourse the level of a wage must be fixed by 
economic law and is relative. In time of world 
depression and contraction, labor, as well as cap- 
ital earnings, must fall. But there is a margin for 
policy, and employers should regard it from the 
standpoint not only of the general good, but that 
of their own lasting interest. Wages in certain 
circumstances can be depressed below the limit of 
sound policy. By so doing not only are social 
evils intensified and the general peace and progress 
of the nation affected, but business revival is 4e- 
ferred through depriving the mass of the people of 
the means of supplying their needs “and thei: 

Wages also may be forced a certain distance 
_ gbove the level which permits of a reasonable protit 
to capital and a necessary reserve, and this at 
once reacts upon labor socially and economically.

To - citizens of conscience war profiteering is 
abhorrent, even when it is within the law.

THE POTATO SCAB. 


Advice has been broadcasted among 
truckers during the last few weeks, 
warning them to use precautions in 
Planting this year’s potato crop, to 
protect against the potato scab. Po- 
tato growers are vitally concerned over 
this disease, which is caused by a 
white mold growing on the skin of the 
tuber, producing spores that live over 
winter in the soil, or on the seed pota- 
toes. 

The condition of the soi] has much 
to do with the life of these organisms, 
‘Purdue experts say. Scab does not 
thrive in acid soils, and the best crops 
of potatoes are not grown on acid 
oils. Experiments show, these spe- 
_ Clalists. claim, that “some reduction 
in yield, due to soil acidity, is to be 
preferred to a scabby crop.” et 
Léme, stable manure and wood as 
' gweeten the soil and favor the develop- 
ment of scab. Sulphur—the inoculated 
sulphur-——has been successfully used in 
preventing scab, but is expensive and 
in the experimental! stage. 
Where the soil is badly infested with 
scab, do not grow potatoes on it for a 


that are to be cultivated, because cul- 
tivation hastens the disappearance of 
the scab organisms. 

Treating seed potatoes that are to be 
planted on infested land does little 
good, but it pays to disinfect them 
where they are planted on land free 
from the scab. Use one pint of the 
commercial formalin in thirty gallons 
of water and immerse the tubers for 
an hour and a half or two hours.
